Remarks by Ford indicate U.S.

With Dr. Kissinger en route for 
home and the euphoria of Monday 
night's signing ceremony gradually 
subsiding, politica: circles in Jeru- 
salem have begun their post-settle.

Hopes or dreams of an indefinite 
period of non-activity were quickly 
and rudely shattered by President 
Ford's energetic assurances to Pre- 
sident Sadat that he would not 
brook stagnation or deadlock in 
Middle East peace moves. 

The President phoned Mr. Sadat 
and Mr. Rabin shortly before the 
signing ceremony. He hinted to Is- 
rael’s Premier, too, that he saw 
the agreement as the basis for fur- 
ther progress rather than as the 
start of a lengthy pause in peace 
efforts. 

Informed sources here acknow- 
ledge that during the coming months 
there will be an American effort 
to explore the possibility of interim 
talks with Syria. 

The “senior U.S. official" indicated 
as much in a briefing to newsmen 
yeaterday. The U.S. has apparently 
been given to understand that Israel 
will not object to a tentative, ex- 
if 
such talks could be launched. 

In the unpublished memorandum 
between Israel and the U.S.. Wash- 
ington has undertaken not to press 
Israel, in an interim negotiation 
with Syria, for territorial conces- 
sions beyond those outlined by Pre- 
mier Rabin during his visit to Wash- 
ington in June. The Premier then 
referred to minor adjustments 
of the front line and stressed that 
he would object to moving existing 
settlements in an interim accord. 

Israeli officials said yesterday that 
Israel would always be ready for 
talks with Syria “without any pre- 
conditions." The nature of the tallis

Ford predicts favourable 
vote on U.S. personnel 


WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Ford expects Congress to vote fav- 
ourably on proposals for placing 
American civilian technicians at 
early warning stations in Sinai, a 
presidential spokesman said. yes- 
terday. 

Press Secretary Ron Nessen said 
the White House gave advance no- 
tification to 28 Congressional lead- 
ers on Monday before the Israeli- 
Egyptian agreement’ was made pub- 
lic and most of them indicated they 
approved the proposa). But he also 
indicated some were noncommittal, 
and others said they would vote for 
the proposal though expressing 
some reservations. 

The President believes the tech- 
nicians would also serve as “a sym- 
bol of U.S. commitment to help out 
with a peaceful Middle East settle- 
ment,” Nessen told reporters. He 
reiterated Ford is committed to 
Congressicnal approval and would 
not station technicians in Sinai if 
Congress voted against it. 

On questions of cost and specific 
details of foreign aid Involved in 
the agreement, Nessen said these 
would have to wait until the re- 
turn of Dr. Kissinger today. 

Nessen said Ford is sending letters 
to the Speaker of the House of Re- 
presentatives and the leader of the 
Senate containing the Middle East 
agreement documents and his de- 
sire for a Congressional vote on it. 

Ford has scheduled a2 two-hour 
breakfast meeting with Congres- 
sional leader of both parties to- 
morrow to discuss the agreement 
and compromise efforts on energy 
legislation.

Yesterday, Senate Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield said he 
strongly opposes placing American 
clvilian technicians in Sinai.

Mordechai Ben-Porat, one of the 
last hold-outs of Rafi intransigence, 
said he “owed loyalty to no leader 
in particular" in opposing the in- 
terim agreement. The statement 
caused some stir in the audience, 
as Mr. Ben-Porat is generally as- 
sociated with former Defence Min- 
ister Moshe Dayan’s stand on most 
issues. In negotiating the agree- 
ment, the government had squand- 
ered many opportunities, Ben-Porat 
contended, but did not elaborate. 
He warned against giving too much 
credence to the clause in which the 
Parties undertook not to resort to 
military action.

The first legislative attempt to 
combat “sanctions” came in 1972, 
with Knesset passage of Amend- 
ment Two to the Work Dispute Set- 
tlement Law of 1957. 

The amendment Usted partial 
strikes — including sanctions — 
among work disputes requiring 15 
days’ prior notice to the opposing 
party and the chief labour relations 
officer before any action may be 
taken, either by workers or man- 
agement. ὃ 

Τῇ prior notice has not been 
given, the strike or sanctions are 
considered “unauthorized,” and the 
aggrieved party can sue for dam- 
ages on grounds of violation of the 
work agreement. 

“However,” says Ori, “Amend- 
ment Two has not been a smashing 
success, as we all can see. The main 
difficulty is the legal ban on reduc- 
ing a worker's pay if he shows up 
at hig place of employment or 
otherwise proves his availability. 

“Naturally, this hag made sanc- 
tions very popular with grumbling 
workers. They show up at their 
posts — but somehow their output 
is not up to the level it was before 
they started to grumble over this 
issue or that one.” 


AMENDMENT I 


A new attempt is now being 
made to curtail sanctions. Xt would 
be called “Améndment Three,” and 
it is now being circulated among 
Government ministries and the His- 
tadrut for their comments. 

The amendment would permit an 
employer —- in the event of sanc- 
tions -- to go to labour court and 
seek a declaratory judgment brand- 
ing the sanctions officially as a 
partial strike. 

If he succeeds in getting such 
a judgment, the employer would be 
permitted to withhold up to 50 per 
cent of the workers’ pay until a 
labour court judge summons both 
sides in the dispute for a full 
hearing. 

The judge's ruling would then 
include a court order determining 
the amount of money — if any —the 
employer is authorized to withhold 
on grounds of non-performance of 
duty by the worker. The tribunal 
could leave the original cut in 
force, reduce It or increase it 

“We cannot know as yet whether 
this will help cut down on the num- 
ber of sanctions in the economy,” 
said Nehman Ori. “But it’s worth

Car allowance 
may be partly 
tax exempt 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 


PART OF THE CAR allowances 
fully taxed under the recently inau- 
gurated tap reform may be exempt 
in the future. A special committee 
chaired by Sar-Shalom Shiran, Di- 
rector of Budgets in the Treasury, 
is currently studying the subject 
and will conclude its work early in 
November. 

Shiran said he believes that the 
employees, the employers and the 
tax authorities will have to share 
the car costs. He considers that the 
present system where only the em- 
ployee carries the burden is too 
extreme. “Any solution will be ar- 
bitrary. However, if the worker 
pays part of the expenses (for 
Private use) and the employee pays 
another part (for company purpo- 
ses) and the Internal. Revenue will 
exempt part of the costs from 
taxation, we will have a better and 
more just system,” he stated. 

Commenting on an earlier pro- 
posal to establish a public commit- 
tee to decide on the eligibility of 
tax exemption on car expenses, Shi- 
ran said thet the idea was wrong. 
“The problem is administrative and 
the solution should be found within 
the administration,” he said.

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Britain and France welcome 
Sinai pact as step to peace 


Britain and France yesterday 
welcomed the Sinai interim pact. 
The Soviet Union did not comment, 
but Tass gave prominence to for- 
eign reports criticising the 86- 
cord. 

The Post's London correspondent, 
Mark Segal, writes: 

The British have welcomed the 
interim accord a8 a step away from 
war and towards peace.

‘Israel losses not pure Egyptian gain’ 


NEW YORK (JTA). — The mili-

ment. However, the agreement 
creates problems for Egypt too. 
He says experts believe that “the 
immediate consequences of the 
agreement... is to compromise Is- 
rael's control of the air over Cen- 
tral Sinai. Israeli troop withdrawals 
from the passes, and the eastward 
movement of Egyptian forces east 
of the Suez Canal are regarded as 
complicating Israel's defence ar.

“The withdrawal from the passes 
area, it was emphasized, leaves Is- 
rael without a natural line of de- 
fence in Central Sinai. The fiat 
plain east of the passes offers few 
natural obtacles to armoured ad- 
vances. Its defence could be im- 
proved by extensive mining and the 
construction of anti-tank ditches.” 


But, continues Middleton, according 
to the military experts “Israel's los. 
ges are not entirely Egypt's gains. 
The withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from the passes and probably east- 


ward across the central plain will 
remove the danger to Egypt of 
Bround attack out of the passes 
against the southern end of the 
Suez Canal.

STOCKHOLM (AP). — A Lebanese 
and an Israeli, charged with Megal 
intelligence activities for Israel, 
were sentenced to six-month prison 
terms after being found guilty by

Antoine Srwan,. 24, from Lebanon, 
was convicted of gathering informa- 
tion about the Palestinian terror 
groups based in his home country, 
which he later handed to the Is- 
rae embassy, ‘here. 

Fawsy Nassar, 26, a Palestinian 
with Isreeli citizenship, was found 
guilty of aasisting the Lebanese in 
contacting the embassy. 

In the early 703, Srwan worked 
as 8 fireman in Beirut which af- 
forded him good opportunities to 
map out Palestinian camps and of- 
fices. He arrived in Sweden last 
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autumn and asked Nassar to help 
him contact the “Jewish State” em- 
bassy. Acting as an intermediary, 
Nassar arranged several meetings 
last November and December. Srwan 
received a free trip to Israel and 
cash in exchange for maps and 
pictures of Palestinian camps, ac- 
cording to the indictment presented 
by Axel Morath, a chief prosecutor 
specializing in spy cases. 


The Lebanese denied all charges 
when the trial started last August 
18, while the Israeli confessed that 
‘he ‘had worked as an intermediary. 
The trial was partly held behind 
closed doors.

LUANDA, (Ofns). — 
THE SOUND of gunfire is rare in 
Luanda now that the Marxist 
Popular Movement for the Libera- 
tien of Angola is in control of the 
eapital, but there is a new noise 
which could ultimately prove more 
damaging to Angola than even the 
bitter rivairy between the three 
nationalist movements. 
Tt is the sound of white Portu-

The problems of a kindergarten owner

ANY MENTION of ‘private 
kindergartens” is likely to evoke an 
endless flow of complaints 
from young mothers. A seminar held 
in Tel Aviv last Thursday by the 
Organization of Private 

lergartens, however, gave the 
other side a chance to be heard. 

“I don't know why everyone com- 
Plains about our prices," one ex- 
perienced kindergarten teacher 
complained. “‘We charge IL150 a 
month. Now the municipality has 
opened pre-compuslory 
kindergartens for 4 year-olds and 
they charge IL1,200 a year plus IL40 
ἃ month for food and music... And 
don't think we private kindergarten 
operators have it easy. After all 
these years of work I have no pen- 
sion. I want to retire, but I have no 
one to take over and no way to get 
back what I put into key money 

“Our prices are established by the 
Ministry of Education,” one official 
of the organization said almost 
defensively. But even though prices 
are set by the Ministry, they are not 
uniform because of differing costs, 
such as rent levels in various areas. 
Also, prices fixed by the Ministry are 
based on percentage increases over 
charges before controls went into. 
effect.

Cold fingers of unemployment 
reaching into British homes

LONDON, — Is Britain in decline? To 
go by official statisties one might 
think so. 

Unemployment has topped the one 
and a quarter million figure and is 
going up. The pound sterling has 
Slipped to slightly more than two 
dollars. Prices are rising higher than 
wages in a 28 per cent ancual inflation 
rate. Production has dropped back to 
1970 levels. Car sales have slumped 
to 1959 standards. Most worrying of 
all, population figures show a sign of 
decline. 

However, the authoritative 
National Institute of Scelal and 
Economic Research this week 

icted that the slump has hit the. 
pottom and spoke of output rising by 
two-and-a-half percent by the end 
of next year. London's Stock Market 
was buoyant and the ‘Financial 
Times” 3) index rose by 18 points 
to $22.4 last week. In addition, cheer- 
ing news came from the car industry 
which exported 260m. pounds sterl- 
ing in July, 50 per cent more than in 
the previous July (though half of 
English car buyers preferred 
Japanese and German makes). 

The cold fingers of unemployment 
are reaching into more and more 
British homes, and it is this issue 
that will dominate the annual con- 
ference of the Trades Union 
Congress now meeting in Blackpool. 
Many of the veteran trade union 
leaders grew up during the black 
years of unemployment and hunger 
in the 1930s and for them this is the 
supreme issue. 

Another prominent issue is 
the wage rise ceiling of six pounds. 
The TUC Conference meets with a 
clear majority already supporting 
the Government-TUC wage curb 
agreement, A preliminary count of 
expected votes speaks of seven 
million ballots for wage restraint, 
with about three million for the left 
wing motion. 

The vote, due today, has become a 
national event with all eyes on the 
meeting in the north England 
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seaside town. It highlights the im- 
portance of organized labour in Bri- 
tain, both its strength and its inter- 
nal weaknesses. There are many 
who ask whether the century-long 
tradition of independent, often com- 
peting unions, jealously guarding 
their sovereignty and allowing little 
power to the TUC as such, is suited to 
the realities of a modern centralized 
economy. 

In this, the most class-ridden, 
society in Europe, the trade unfon' 
Mmovement is the best protection a 
working man can have against the 
‘vagaries of the market economy, 
where management is often still as 
old-fashioned as its suspicious trade 
union counterpart. The latest report 
of the Institute of Personnel Manage- 
ment shows that two-thirds of British 
firms still do not consult their 
employee representatives at all on 
manpower planning, or any other 
element of the job for that matter. 
The trouble often is that, due to an- 
tiquated election systems, a number 
of unions, such as the Engineering 
Workers Union, are controlled by lef- 
fist and Communist card-holding 
leaders, who do not reflect the 
Political views of the vast majority 
of trade unionists. 


Referendum 


This was evident in the recent 
Common Market referendum. The 
ὙΠΟ and the Labour Party Left 
voted solidly against, but the country 
voted to stay in Europe by a two to 
one majority. This lesson was taken 
to heart by Premier Harold Wilson, 
who has in the past fortnight appeal- 
ed to rank and file trade union 
members over the heads of militant 
leaders both in dramatic TV and 
radto broadcasts and by a massive 
publicity campaign, which critics 
Say cost two million pounds sterling. 
He appealed to the workers’ 
patriotism in helping the Labour 
Government fight inflation with the 
slogan “Give a year to Britain."

New York must live on allowance yew on MARKET: 
after years of extravagance

‘NEW YORK (UPI). — America’s 
largest city faces default next week 
on $100m. in debts and payrolls. But 
the solution to the problem, if there 
is one, will be out of its mayor's 
hands. : 

The fina] emasculation of Mayor 
Abraham Beame's powers wag 
achieved last week with the an- 
nouncement that the city had agreed 
to publish a set of figures portraying 

. in -bold- detail the extravagance of 
. years of budget gimmickry. 

New York City, it was revealed, 
has a deficit of $3.8b. — most of it ac- 
cumulated in the last four years dur- 
ing the last quarter of the flam- 
boyant John V. Lindsay Administra- 
tion and‘the first half of Beame's. 
The deficit in the current budget 
alone is estimated at $726m. 

Now that the numbers have been 
resolved, the sins of the past will 
have to be set right, not by the 
mayor, but by state officials and the 
municipal assistance corporation set 
up by the state and city to oversee 


the city’s spending and help resolve 
its budgetary crisis. These officials 
Yaust come up with a financing plan 
by late this week to avert default. 
In the previous months, Beame 
has desperately tried to stave off the 
withering of his traditionally 
autonomous control over the city’s 
fiscal affairs. He cut $1b. in services 
from the budget and laid off 13,066 


city workers. Under pressure, he’ 


negotiated a transit fare increase, 
slapped a one-year wage freeze‘on 
city employees, put ἃ 2 per cent ceil- 
ing on the budget, promised a three- 
year moratorium on new levies, ex- 
cept for real estate taxes, and 
agreed to set up management 
reform froups. 

Tt wasn't Penough, though. Last 
Tuesday, Beame was forced to agree 
to the creation of a three-man 
emergency financial review hoard — 
composed of the governor, the state 
Comptroller and the mayor — 
which will, in effect establish 
Yevenue estimates and put the city 
Dn an annual allowance.

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AID AND AUSTERITY 


ONE OF THE slogans given publicity by critics of the interim 
agreement with Egypt is that the Rabin Government “has sold 
Tsrael's security for U.S. dollars.” Like most slogans this is 
an over-simplification, which distorts the truth. ᾿ 

The truth is that Israel had put in for $2,500m. of financial 
aid (most of it loan, and most of it military) before the 
Kissinger negotiations began. Displeased with Israel's unyield- 
ing stance in March, the Americans hinted loudly that Israelis 
are not the only people who can say no. 

Now that the rift with the Americans is out of the way, 
Ysrael’s aid request will be looked at once again objectively, 
without the need to use the country’s financial dependence as 
a bludgeon. ᾿ ᾿ 

And what are the objective facts? There is a balance in the 
Middle East between Israeli and Arab power, which has been 
upset by OPEC’s ransom, imposed on the Western world in 
1973 — a ransom totalling tens of billions of dollars a year. 

In order to restore that balance (which is part of the East- 
West power balance) Israel needs military and economic cre- 
dits. The amount is diminutive compared with America’s outlays 
in petro-dollars. But this support is essential if Israel is to 
carry its defence burden and keep the economy running. 

Author and former Knesset-member Izhar Smilansky has 
advocated that Israel should not take any money at all from 
the Americans on account of the withdrawal in Sinai. We 
should tighten the belt and manage without, he says. But the 
aid request is not tied to the interim agreement, except insofar 
as the Americans threatened to create such a link when nego- 
tiations looked like stalling. 

Secondly, we have both to accept the aid and tighten the 
belt. As it is, the Five-Year Plan, currently awaiting Cabinet 
approval, foresees 70,000 unemployed in Israel by 1977. Calcu- 
lations made by the Economic Planning Authority, on the 
assumption that American aid might be considerably reduced, 
revealed that unemployment would in that case be greater 

The aid programme — supplemented by additional credits 
to cover new one-time defence costs and a replacement for 
Abu Rodeis oi} — is minimal, not maximal. It is not intended 
to let Israelis lie in the lap of luxury, but to prevent the onset 
of heavy unemployment. 

Israel has to finance a military budget equal to that of big 
-eountries like Britain and France, countries with fifteen or 
twenty itimes our population. We shall not continue to get 
year after year the kind of aid available this time — nor is 
that the purpose of the exercise. Its purpose is to give us a 
breathing-spell, enabling us gradually to take over the burden 
of financing our own defence entirely. 

The Five-Year Plan requires personal consumption to drop 
by four per cent in the next two years; and that is on the 
assumption that full aid is given in 1975 by the U.S. The 
best advice that can be given is, employ the breathing-spell to 
build up our economic security. 

We should not exploit the money to keep things unchanged; 
to maintain everybody comfortably at work in his existing 
place of employment; to let exports (and the balance of pay- 
ments) go hang. That would be a misuse of resources. The 
justification for the American taxpayer's outlay will be the 
determination we show in applying the self-denying ordinance 
which is implicit in the Planning Authority's economic forecast.

I GAVE UP taking tranquilizers 
before going to the dentist when I fell 
asleep in the waiting-room.

the Hebrew ‘‘Cineroman'’ which 
features love stories, told in 
photographs, half-a-dozen to the 
page, with the dialogue limited to 
balloons, like a comic strip. The 
Italian models who people its pages 
don't seem to be capable of more 
than one or two expressions, rather 
like James Thurber's cast-iron lawn 
dog, but this limitation doesn't effect 
their ability to manage a final clinch 
against the obligatory sunset. 

The English women's magazines, 
Hke ‘‘Woman,"’ and *'Woman's 
Own,"” are a curious amalgam of 
moist-eyed fiction (the typical hero 
is an architect called Simon), knit- 
ting patterns, cooking recipes and 
luridly-coloured photographs of the 
Royal Family in curiously frozen 
poses, “relaxing at home.” 

This cosy impression is offset by a 
medical advice column which dwelis 
at inordinate length on such afflic- 
tions as haemorrhoids, hernias, 
varicose veins and constipation. The 
real world also intrudes in the advice 
columns one of which was run for 
geveral decades by Evelyn Home. 
She ‘managed to keep a reasonably 
serious tone in her replies to readers 
who confessed to all sorts of 
shameless behaviour, hiding behind 
pseudonyms as ‘‘Worried, 
Worthing.” or whose problems were 
practically unfathomable. ‘‘Dear 
Evelyn Home," went a typical letter; 
“T have X-legs. What can I do about 
them?” Miss Home replied with ad- 
mirable gravity, ““My dear, it is not 
clear from your letter whether you 
have knock-knees or your legs are 
actually crossed..."

THE HISTORY of women's 
magazine fiction has been examined 
at some length in a recent book, 
“Heroines in Love,"" by Mirabel 
Cecil. ᾿ 

These saccharine romances first 
appeared regularly in 1749 in ‘The 
Ladies’ Magazine.” Widespread i- 
literacy and the price, sixpence an 
issue, restricted the readership to 
the leisured class and the stories 
usually catered to their prejudices. 
A penniless heroine could not 
possibly wed the well-born Mr. Right 
until the strawberry birthmark on 
her shoulder revealed that she was 
really of gentle birth or even an 
heiress -~ preferably both. 

Richardson's “Clarissa” was 
often the model for these damsels in 
distress (later they were to be cribb- 
ed from Louisa M. Alcott or Ouida) 
and the archetypal villain, charming 
yet utterly ruthless, was usually bas- 
ed on hia Lovelace. “I cannot help 
being fond of Lovelace... Why would 
you make him so wicked and so 
agreeable?"" Lady Bradshaigh asked 
Richardson, spelling out a formula 
which was to provide Hollywood's 
George Sanders with a handsome in- 
come two centuries later.

Mrs. Radcliffe’s villain, Schedoni, 
a daemonic monk, had ‘eyes so pier- 
cing that they seemed to penetrate at 
a single glance, into the hearts of 
men and read their secret thoughts.""

movie, often Ipoks positively ex- 
ophthalmic, his eyes starting out of 
their sockets, when the maiden in his 
clutches is going into her big ““Hek!" 
scene. 

Given the perfect example of Vic- 
toria and Albert iand their nine 
children) mid-19th century fiction 
focused on domesticity. The girls, 
spiritual beyond belief, concentrated 
on purifying the brute in man. :

By the end of the century, the New 
Woman had donned bloomers and 
was peddling on her bicycle, un- 
chaperoned, towards Bohemia and 
the franchise. Some were creatures 
of passionate impulse: ‘'Going on is 
the proper way of describing my 
sins. I never conduct myself; that's 
too proper a term; I go on,” one 
heroine declared. 

By the Twenties, ‘‘going on" had 
been translated into short skirts, 
bobbed hair, smoking, drinking, 
swearing and dancing till dawn. 

. The war brought a spate of stories’ 
on the theme ‘‘You'll be all that he's 
fighting for,"" as well as true-life 
features about land-girls, like “How 
1 Grew to Love My Cows."' Then the 
post-war heroine reverted to 19th 
century domesticity and women who 
worked were frequently reviled 
(“She was a no-time-for-love career 
girl’) or cast as the Other Woman. 

With the advent of the Swinging 
Sixties, Mr. Right was frequently 
stoned out of his mind and recruited 
the heroine to his band of urban 
guerrillas. But this was always rather 
superficial, the old skeleton often 
showing through the plot: ‘These 
cool, groovy chicks have made all 
the bedroom scenes with a smile, a 


something happens. Groovy chick 
falls in love." 

The new crop of magazines 
"“Nova,"’ ‘‘Viva,"" ‘‘Playgirl,'* 
“Cosmopolitan” are determined to 
be frank. ‘Are you a nice girl?" 
“Cosmopolitan” asked. “Ὅν are you 
that sensuous animal who gets all 
the men? (Don't despair. Under your 
niceness you may be an animal.)" 


THIS SORT of approach doesn't 
seem to hit the mark. “Nova"’ has 
just folded while “A new Survey: 
The Facts about Romantic Fiction" 
by Dr. Peter H. Mann, a sociologist, 
reveals that the readership of this 
sort of MijJls and Boon hogwash is 
sharply on the increase. 

Jane Austen obviously enjoyed 
parodying the genre in ‘Sense and 
Sensibility’’ and *'Northanger 
Abbey," but it remained for Groucho 
Marx to immortalise the style in “At 
the Circus" when he apostrophised 
Margaret Dumon: “I know, you 
have forgotten those June nights on 
tbe Riviera, where we sat ‘neath the 
Shimmering skies!

CONCERN FOR US.-ISRAEL RELATIONS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — According to press reports, 
U.S. observers may be stationed in 
strategic areas of Sinai 85 4 part of a 
new disengagement agreement 
between Israel and the United 
States. The Committee of Concern 
for U.S.-Israe! Relations urges all 
members of the Knesset, the 
Government and other concerned 
leaders, the public and friends, to 
consider carefully the implications 
of this proposal for future American- 
Israeli relations and to reject this 
proposal forthwith. 

It is clear that neither the interests 
of the United States nor those of 
Israel will be fostered by the 
presence of official U.S. personnel on 
the Sinai passes or anywhere in a 
potential area of misunderstanding, 
conflict and danger. The con- 
siderable support that Israel now 
enjoys among the American public 
and their representatives in 
Congress will be inevitably eroded 
because of the incipient cancer of 
American involvement, civilian or 
military, and our experience in Viet- 
nam and elsewhere. 

The overwhelming and 
dangerous pressure on Israel by an 
unelected and secretive American 
Administration which alone, and un- 
impeded by national discussion of 
the issues, forced a distasteful 
“agreement” is possible only in the 
absence of public debate and by 
secret negotiation. 

It is important to recognize that 
the proposed disengagement 
“agreement” containg the poisonous 
seeds of the twin dangers of a 
weakened Israeli strategic and 
homefront position coupled with 
alienation of Israel's remaining 
strength in the American public and 
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Congress. The proper course, 

therefore, is to reject the unfair 

“agreement” and to release its con- 

tents to public scrutiny.
